bullet wound in the head inflicted by her former son-in-law, E. M. 
Jones, on Sunday morning last shortly after midnight. She had con- 
tinued failing from the time that her case was pronounced hopeless as 
reported in yesterday's Advertiser. The victim-passed away at the very 
moment that her murderer was making his "hideous confession? on 
surrendering himself to justice, at the police station. Her heroic resolve 
already reported, to live until her only son arrived "from Hawaii, was 
not vouchsafed her to redeem.

The deed in question was given by Hattie R. Roberts, widow of 


Henry E. Roberts to Fullerton on July seventh. As might have been 
expected it was drawn by George A. Davis. Also it was Judge Gear 
who permitted $1,564 to be drawn from the custody of the probate court 
and placed in the hands of Fullerton. 'Davis wrote the order which 
Gear signed and a check for the amount was given to Fullerton on 
July 2oth. 


Then the trustees of the Roberts Estate (as in the Campbell Estate) 


managed to learn of the occurrence. These men are John Walker, A. 


surviving, the latter being named after j Gartenberg and J. M. McChesney, friends of the deceased. Roberts 
his une}e who had taken it from his left children as well as. a widow. 


The trustees immediately proceeded to right the wrong which the 


probate judge had allowed to be perpetrated. They did it without the 
intervention of the court. By what means they did it is not known, but 
the first trusfdeed given to Fullerton was cancelled and Fullerton com- 
pelled to execute a new one, on which he is to receive commission upon 
the interest only and not upon the principal, and not "at such times as 
HE may determine "

cinct could vote at their primary and 
-not men who had moved In from other 
precincts. This step was taken to pre- 
vent colonization of voters, the scheme 
for which, it was hinted by Reoub- 
Ucan leaders, had already been hatch- 


Incidentally several leaders stated 


that the Advertiser had told the truth 
when it said that the Fourth District 
had been chloroformed by the Fifth 
at the Republican Executive Committee 
held eome weeks ago. 


The meeting last night was held In 


a tent erected on the Makiki grounds. 
It contained several 
hundred 
voters 


when Col. Soper announced the object 
of the gathering. 


The meeting was long and lively. 


The contest was spirited from the be- 
ginning, but always friendly. 
At times 


the crowd gathered around the chair- 
man's table, but this was as much due 
to the rain as to the warmth of the 
arsrument. 
. 
Before any business was transacted 


Mr J. A. Oilman called attention to toe 
rule of the central committee arovld- 
ing that those only 
could vote fl- 


primaries who had been registered in 
the precinct. 
. 
C B Wilson said the precinct clut 


rules proved 
the 
opposite; any one 


could vote at the primary who was en- 
titled to vote at the next greneral elec- 
tion, and who lived in the precinct. 


Col Jones stated that -the committee 


had interpreted the rules differently, so 
as to prevent 
colonization 
in 
any 


primary. 
Otherwise It would be pos- 


sible to bring in 200 voters just to vote 
at the primary, and who would say 
that they were residents. J. H. Fisher 
contended that any resident of the dis- 
trict who could vote at the next elec- 
tion 
was entitled to a voice in the 


primary. He said no wrong could pos- 
sibly result from this. 


C M White was opposed to this view 


and said that every voter could vote in 
-his old precinct. R W. Aylett took thi- 
view, otherwise, he said, he could bring 
over several wagon loads of voters and 
they could vote at the primary, though 
from another precinct. 
C. B. Wilson 


said he had explained otherwise to sev- 
eral hundred natives, and suggested 
that the committee could not change 
the precinct rules. Col. Jones said the 
rules were so framed, in order that the 
primaries would not be open to fraud. 
Dr. Grossman and H J. Johnson ar- 
gued that only voters ciuld take a hand 
in the primary. Col. Soper thought the 
rules prodded that anyone who signed 
the Republican roll might do so. 


J H. Fisher said the committee had 


no right to change a rule without a 
month's notice.

tiser office to request publication of 
statements about 
the pawnbroklng 


scheme mentioned in this paper on 
the 19th inst. His objects are to give a 
first hand statement of the nature ol 
the enterprise and to contradict some 
assertions made 
by persons whose 


names had been used in the article 
referred to. As an Advertiser report- 
er tried to see Mr. Edmunds first of 
all, this little accommodation is the 
more readily given at the risk of free 
advertising. 


"The Honolulu Trust, Loan and Dis- 


count Association and Mont de Piete, 
Limited," is the highly 
articulated 


name of the proposed pawn-broking 
corporation given in the articles of 
association shown by Mr. Edmunds. 
Its stated capital is to be $100,000 in 
shares of $25 par value each, 
2000 


shares, or half of the stock to be is- 
sued forthwith. 
The privilege is re- 


served of increasing the amount of 
stock to $500,000. 


The $25 a share has the appearance 


of a fine-mesh net for catching small 
fry. 


Mr. Edmunds lays much stress upon 


the statement of the objects' in the 
charter. 
According to that the Mont 


de Piete is designed to engage in the 
business of 
"benevolent pawn-brok- 


ing." 
It is confined to the taking of 


"reasonable and lawful interest," and 
must "avoid all, usury and unlawful 
processes." 


Regarding the disclaimers of Messrs. 


Schnack and Burnette, the promoter 
(takes the responsibility of declaring 
that Schnack, Fullerton and Burnette, 
upon a slip of paper handed to him 
which he showed the reporter, offered 
to engage that they would go out of 
the pawn-broking business individual- 
ly for the consideration, to be paid 
each, of $250 in the company's stock 
and 41250 cash. 


"I have not consented finally to do 


this," Mr. Edmunds said referring to 
the alleged offer. "They have not been 
conducting the business legally, any- 
way," 
he commented. 


"I have thought of giving the man- 


agement to someone else," the Piete 
promoter said in reference to Mr. Bur- 
nette's denial of any connection with 
the scheme. 


"Burnette," he proceeded, "accepted 


the position under certain conditions 
and his name was not used without his 
permission, but with his permission as 
I can prove. 


"This Is no three-ball scheme as you 


have called it," Mr. Edmunds went on 
to say. "There Is to be no taking of 
old c'othes, old boots, etc. It will be 
an institution for lending money to 
business men and others at fair and 
legal interest. 


"I want to say that I have no office 


on Kaahumanu street as 
you have 


represented." 


Mr. Edmunds was here informed 


that an occupant of the office room 
in question pointed out a certain desk 
as the one at which Mr. Edmunds 
worked.

It is a well known proven scientific 


fact that mosquitoes, besides being a 
Best, are carriers of diseases such as 
malaria, yellow fever and dengue. 


The Board of Health Invites the co- 


o'oeratlon of citizens in its efforts to. 
diminish their numbers and to reduce- 
the areas in which they breed. Mos- 
quitoes always lay their eggs in water- 
as the young (larvae) cannot live else- 
where. They rarely fly far and their- 
presence is usually accounted for by the- 
existence of standing water -close at 
han,d. The eggs and larvae abound in 
ponds, pools, puddles, cisterns, rain.- 
barrela, watering troughs, old tin cans, 
bottles, clogged gutters, and, in fact, 
everywhere where even a little water- 
is allowed to stand a few days. 
Ex- 


perience in other places has shown how 
much good has been accomplished by 
giving attention to all the standing wa- 
ter1 in the neighborhood. In permanent 
ponds fish and frogs, if In sufficient 
numbers, will destroy the 
egge and:

It is a well known proven scientific-, 


fact that mosquitoes/ besides being al 
pest, are carriers of diseases such as 
malaria, yellow fever and dengue. • 


The Board of Health invites the" 


operation of citizens in its efforts to 
diminish their numbers and to reduce 
the areas in which, they breed. Mos- 
quitoes always, lay their eggs in water- 
as the y.oung (larvae) cannot live else- 
where. They rarely fly far and their 
presence is usually accounted for by the- 
existence of'standing water close at 
haqd. The eggs and larvae abound-In 
ponds, pools, puddles, cisterns, rain; 
barrels^ watering troughs, old tin cans, 
bottles, clogged gutters, and, In fact 
everywhere where even a little water 
is allowed to stand a few days. Ex- 
perience in other places has shown how- 
much good has been accomplished by- 
giving attention to all the standing wa- 
tet in the neighborhood. In. permanent 
ponds fish and frogs, if In sufficient! 
numbers,-will.destroy the eggs and:! 
larvae, but -care is needed to see" that! 
small ponds are filled up or treated with 
oil. 
A little kerosene oil put into, 


standing water spreads easily and rap- 
idly over the surface, and without in- 
juring the water for other purposes, 
destroys the larvae and prevents tht, 
laying of eggs. An ounce (two table-l 
spoonfuls) of coal oil is sufficient for! 
fifteen square feet of surface; and anrl 
application-is effective for two weeks, 
at the end of which time it should be- 
renewed.

Moses KelithuluhUJu and others, bill to 


WASHINGTON, D. C, Aug. 25.-—It has been officially announced 


here that General Luke E. Wright, vice-Governor of the Philippines, 
will succeed Governor Taft when the latter assumes his new post as 
Secretary of War. 


The new Governor will 'be a distinctively Roosevelt man. He is 


a Memphis, Tenn., man. He has been a member of the Philippine Com- 
mission and during Gov. Taft's absence from the Philippines a year 
ago acted as Governor for several months. Gen. Wright is well known 
here as he hasjbeen in the islands in passing to and from the Philippines. 
In November; of last year he waJMn Tennessee on a vacation. His 
friends there gave him a rousing reception and President Roosevelt was 
present at the home-coming and in a speech said: "I come here to-day 
to greet General Wright because it has been given him to render a pe- 
culiar service to the whole country. I say that General Wright, like 
Governor Taft and his associates, has rendered a peculiar service to 
every man jealous of the honor of the American name in what he has 
done in administering the Philippine islands. For fourteen months it 
has been part of my business to see how the work there was done. I 
am not speaking exaggeratingly; I am speaking literally, telling the bare 
naked truth, when I say that never during that time has a question of 
party politics entered into-even the smallest action of those in control 
of the Philippines."

NO PLACE TO STAY. 


The case of Jones ehows how dif- 


ficult It la for a homeless and -hunted 
man to stay In the back-country of 
Oahu. Various other criminals, Includ- 
ing the negro Woods, have demon- 
strated the same fact. To the fugitive 
from justice the mountain region looks 
inviting; undeniably In 1U lantana 
jungle and Its fern-banked valleys, a 
man may hide away from the sharpest 
eye—but concealment is not all he 
needs. There must be shelter from the 
frequent rains and food to keep body 
and soul together. But habitations are 
so few in our mountains that one can- 
not, like a mainland tramp, pass un- 
observed at night from barn to bara 
and suitable food Is so scarce that'the 
theft of any soon gives a clue to pur- 
suing officers. 
When Woods escaped 


he found a safe lair in the underbrush, 
but he had to visit the outskirts of the 
city for food and dry clothe*. Jones

for Territories Is not affected by tha 
choice of purely Federal incumbents. 
Such appointees of the President do 
not govern the Territory in any sense; 
they simply administer TTnlted States 
law or do TTnlted States business in 
this part of the Federal domain. These 
officials are not supposed to represent 
Hawaii but all the States and Ter- 
ritories put together, and naturally 
enough the whole Union has alright to 
contribute to the personnel of the force. 
Under the last Democratic administra- 
tion the Federal office-holders of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico were partly resi- 
dent and partly non-resident in their 
origin; though the Democratic party 
pronounced, a* the Republican party 
Had done, for home rule In home affairs.

The gravamen of the attion 
is the simple failure to perfect an ap- 
peal." 


He quotes from his former brief tha 


following language by Cbltty: 4 


"Assumpslt lies against an attorney 


for negligence In transacting the busi- 
ness of his profession. The facts which 
show a breach of duty amounting to 
tortlous negligence show, also, a breach 
of promise Implied from the considera- 
tion of hire." 


Counsel for plaintiff refers the court 


to an Index of Chltty on Pleading. say- 
Ing "It will see Teferences to fourteen 
different counts against attorneys for 
breaches of contract and only six 
against attorneys for tort, and. In eaofl 
of the latter, it will observe an element 
of violation of Instructions or of wanton 
disregard of professional duty." 


Concluding. Mr. Hlghton says: 
"If there aw any other breaches than 


of contract assigned I am unable to 
find them, except that'every breach ot 
the contract was also a breach of duty 
The specification 
of damages alone 


should be sufficient to establish the 
form of the action as « contractu."

The memorial to Congress asking an 


increase in the Supreme Court of Ha-' 


wall to five justices was presented &t 


the meeting of the Bar Association 


yesterday. It was read by H. A. Blge- 


low for the-executlve committee and 
consideration was postponed for one 
week in order to give opportunity for 
discussion of the proposed amendment 
to the Organic Act 
^ 


^fhe following is the memorial and 


proposed law: 
To the Honorable Speaker of the 


House of Representatives and the 
Congress of the United States. 


The Bar Association of the Terri- 


tory of Hawaii respectfully petitions 
the Honorable House of Representa- 
tives and Congress of the United 
States that Section 82 of Chapter It 
of an Act approved April 30, 1900, be- 
ing an Act to Provide a Government 
for the Territory of Hawaii, may ba 
.amended so that the number of Judges 
of the Supreme Court of the 
said 


Territory may be increased from three 
to five. A copy of said proposed 
change* is 'hereto (attached, marked 
"Exhibit A," and made a part here- 
of. 


In support of this petition your peti- 


tioners would respectfully submit in 
brief the following facts as showing 
the need at the prsent time for such 
an Increase In the number of Judges 
in ' the Supreme Ce«rt. 


The Supreme Court became a pure- 


ly appellate body on January 1,*1893, 
and was (then composed of three mem- 
bers. At that time the population of 
the Hawaiian Islands was approxi- 
mately 
92,000. 
The 
total 
taxable 


•wealth was approximately $70,000,000. 
Population and wealth are the (two 
elements that in the main determine, 
not only the amount of litigation hi 
any Jurisdiction, but also its impor- 
tance. 


In 1902 the population probably ex- 


ceeded 160,000, and the total taxable 
wealth was approximately $126,000,000. 
This means an increase in the two 
main factors of litigation of approx- 
imately 66 per cent. 


With this increase in the wealth and 


population of the Islands there has 
come a corresponding logical increase 
in the number of cases submitted to 
the Supreme Court. 
From 1892 to 


1896 the number of cases submitted to 
the Supreme Court averaged 80 per 
year. From 1900 to 1903, both Inclu- 
sive, the average number of cases 
has been 115. In the -fast two years 
it ha« been 120 per year. Not only 
has the number of cases thus increas- 
ed, but the Importance and extent of 
the property rights Involved therein 
has also been increased. There is al- 
so a tendency to contest cases more 
on technical points, which necessari- 
ly involves a larger amount of work 
on the part of the appellate court. 
These facts have produced the reA 
suit that a Court of three members, 
which was adequate to the needs of 
the community ten yearfe ago when it 
became a purely appellate court. Is in- 
adequate to meet those needs at the 
present tlnie. 


The Supreme Court will In the Im- 


mediate future feel the pressure of 
cases even more than alt present for 
the reason that the number of Judges 
in the First Circuit Court of the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii was inadequate to 
handle the cases there. Up ^o 1901 
the number of Judges in ithe Circuit 
Court of the said Circuit was two. By 
Act 19 oT the Laws of 1901 of the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii the number of Judges 
of the First Circuit Court was In- 
creased to three 
Owing, however, to 


some doubt as to the construction of 
the statute, only one Judge for 
a 


considerable portion of the time heard 
jury cases 
The result has been that 


at the present time there are between 
300 and fl)0 law cases awaiting "trial 
In the aforesaid First Circuit Court 
alone 
By Act 32 of the Laws of 1903 


of the Terrltorv, Just passed, It has 
[>een presided that e>ach of the three 
Judge* of the First Circuit Court may 
at the same time hear jury trials. In 
addition to the Jury work now pend- 
ing before the Court, there Is also a 
arge number of probate, equity and 
divorce matters 
All these can be 


taken by appeal to the Supreme Court. 
This means that the work of the Su- 
preme Court will be greatly increased 
within ,the next six months. 
With 


the present force of Supreme Court 
Judge* the retult will be that the 
Jlockade which has hitherto existed 
In the Circuit Court will be trans- 
ferred to the Supreme Court, where tt 
will be even more protracted.

It was stated in the letter that Delegate Kuhio 
had asked the Merchants' Association to prepare a memorial to Congress 
and wished to include any suggestions from the 'Bar Association. The 
letter was referred to the Executive Committee for action.

A' letter of resignation was next read from Frank £. Thompson 


in which he expressed for the association his "sincere "wishes for its 
continued success and constant increase in influence." 


Judge Dickey moved that the resignation be accepted and that the 


acceptance include the regrets of the association'^ 
> Another member 


wanted the resignation referred to the Executive Committee, L.J.WarVen 
questioned the wisdom of this move, saying that if the association re- 
fused to Accept the resignation ultimately, it might >jbe misconstrued 
'by the public and as an endorsement of tjjie acts of Mr. Thompson. ,To 
refuse the resignation would be a reflection upon the Supreme Court 
of the Territory. 


E. B. McClanahan stated that there was but one thing to do—to 


accept the resignation without discussion or comment,*" If the letter was 
referred to the Executive Committee, there could be but one report, 
favoring the acceptance, which would enhance the sting that went with 
the action of the association, 


W. ©J Smith from the chair stated that no one knew better .than 


himself how cordial the relations of Mr. ^Thompson had been to/the 
association and how valuable a member he had been. "We all hope," 
said he,,J"the time will come soon when we will agaitttget the benefit 
of having him with us." The motion, to accept the resignation with 
regret was then unanimously carried. 


DELINQUENT MEMBERS.

Treasurer Hemenway reported ,for the association, the list of 


members who are in arrears with their dues. "All of these had been 
notified that they were' delinquent for over six months, and had been 
invited several times to settle, but without result ' 


Mr. Smith read a section from the constitution providing for the 


expulsion of members in arrears for six months upon a two-third vote, 
but said he hoped there would be no necessity for such action. It was 
finally decided to postpone the matter until the next meeting, in. the 
meantime the delinquent members are to be given notice to come and 
prepare to defend the charges of delinquency. 


NO CHANGE IN BANQUET. 


The proposed change in-the by-laws'providing for the bar banquet 


the firslf Friday in Octdber instead oMhe last Friday in May was not 
carried, receiving only two votes. President Smith said he «>pposed the 
change as it would bring the banquet at the beginning of the year's 
work instead of at the end. Judge Stanley^ said he also opposed a change, 
though he would have liked to have the banquet Saturday instead of 
Friday night The amendment was lost. Adjournment was taken 
until Wednesday afternoon at four o'clock.

Further, for the past tew jeara 
no Httle criticism has been made of 
the provision of ths ICcal law which 
authorizes the bringing in of a. prac- 
ticing attorney on the Supreme bench 
when one cf Ha members is disquali- 
fied.

increase of ithe number of members of 
the Supreme bench to five would ob- 
viate all such questions, and would 
keep the Supreme Court and the Cir- 
cuit Court and the bar distinct. 


It should be pointed out that the 


question of appeals from the local Su- 
preme Court to the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals of the Ninth 
Circuit, and to the Supreme Court of 
the United States would also be in a 
large part solved by the proposed. In-| 
crease. 
Such 
appeals would cause 


great expense and delay in the final 
settlement of cases, so much so as to 
result possibly in a denial of justice, 
and they could easily be made an In- 
strument of 'njustlce at the hands of 
a rich and unscrupulous litigant.' It 
is obvious that the desire o»- necessity 
for such appeals, if they should be al- 
lowed by statutory enactment, would 
be in large part done away with by 
an increase in the number of members 
of the local Supreme Court. On the 
other hand, if such appeals should not 
be allowed, It would be much more sat- 
isfactory to litigants to have a deci- 
sion by a bench of five members than 
by a bench of three members. 


?Vr the reasons thus briefly out- 


lined above, your petitioners submit 
that in view of an increase of 66 per 
cent in the wealth of the Islands, a 
simitar increase In the population and? 
an Increase cf 50 per cent in the &- 
mount of litigation, with all indications 
pointing towsrd a much larger increase 
In the Immediate future, the exigen- 
cies of the situation in order that the 
decisions of the appellate court may 
be both prompt and well considered, 
demand that the number of Judges 
upon the supreme bench should be in- 
creased.

The Humbert .scandal/ -which..- has 
terminated In the conviction of the 
principals, was one of the most re- 
markable cases of fraud which lias ever 
occurred in Europe. It Involved over 
$20,000,000 which .the swindlers took out 
of the bankers, brokers and prominent 
politicians of JTtarice. - Its inception 
and consummation-displayed the most 
extraordinary cunning and simplicity— 
so simple that laymen'can hardly <!om- 
prebend: how the. courts have been, used 
to deceive the victims. 


Briefly told it is this. The Hum- 


berte and their associates claimed In 
.1582: that "ain American, named' Craw- 
ford', had bequeathed to Therese Hum' 
bert an estate of $20,000,000 for saving 
his life, when he was suddenly taken 111 
on a railway .train. Two: flctlttous 
nephews." of Crawford, who never, ex- 
isted, were brought forward to/contest 
the will. The suit was .begun by emi- 
nent lawyers of Park.. The Humberts 
admitted in the legal papers that the 
bequest had been made, but denied-the 
right of the nephews to any snare in 
the estate; By a fraudulent arrange- 
ments both parties to- the suit, who 
were secreUy workWg together as co- 
conspirators, asked the court to make 
a decree directing that the. vast estate, 
said to be in "securities, should be. de- 
posited In the safe of tire'-Humberts, 
and sealed up until the case bad been 
heard and decided. The Humberts had 
opened a Magnificent establishment in 
Paris, and I»y Skillful management at- 
tracted the attention of noted men In 
Paris and reached a high social posi- 
tion. They began to *6rrow money 
In large sums of bankers and capital- 
ists, fey showing them the decree of 
the court that the. securities should be 
deposited In ther safe,,.and also show- 
Ing a certificate filed in court by them 
that they had "been so deposited and 
the safe had been sealed.. Here was the 
gist of the fraud. The court nad trust- 
ed entirely to the statements of the 
lawyers on both sides, and at their re- : 
quest had made the decree. The bank- 
ers assumed that the court had ful 
knowledge of the matter,.when, in fact, 
It bad signed the. decree for deposit 
on tbe request of the lawyers without 
any knowledge of the facts. It never 
occurred to any one that the court bad 
been Imposed ~ upon. The Humberts 
brought to their grand residence the 
principal statesmen of Franc* and en- 
tertained them at lavish expense. Tbe 
sealed safe, which was supposed to 
contain securities of the value of 100.- 
000,000 francs, was carefully guarded 
day and night by special "policemen; 
occasionally visitors were permitted to 
see it. On tbe strength of their in- 
terest in tbe contents, the Humberts 
borrowed vast sums of money for twen- 
ty years.. One banker loaned them 
tt.000,000. another loaned them H.000,000. 
Many barrios bought their notes, with 
the security of an interest in the es- 
tate, when settled. One of the Hum- 
berts was elected a French senator. 
One of the female* had married a dis- 
tinguished senator, and hi* name was 
tr»ed as a cloak for the frauds. 


For over twenty years the scheme of 


fraud •wan practiced. At times An cx- 
potnr* seemed Imminent, but with rare 
skill (t WM avoided. Tbetr f«rta! ttand- 
InR. and the seated tafp, enabled th? 
Humbert* to make fre*h loan*. 


profits by their loans. .Dually, It was 
announced -:.that-'. onei,of the Grawforda 
was engaged to be married'to one of 
the Humbert family, and this marriage 
would keep the'money in control of the 
Humberts. Butthe propoeed'marriage, 
which was only a clever feature of the 
scheme, was delayed, BO that the suit 
would continue.' In: the meantime some, 
of the parties died, but the- survivors, 
cleverly, managed to5 retain the con-" 
fidence of the public: When, at last, 
an exposure could not be prevented, the 
Humberts fled. The loans and various 
transactions ~ had ^Involved 700,000.000 
francs during the existence of the 
scheme for over twenty years. The 
eare was then -opened by direction 
of the court and in it was found only 
some rubbish. Ttfo bankers had com* 
mltted suicide', .after- being ruined 'by^ 
the loans of millions -on the strength 
of the valuables.-" Many banks heli the" 
worthless obligations of the Humberfe. 


Tire detective'force of all Europe »e- 


gan a search for the fugitive swindlers; 
On the 23rd Of December, 1902, they 
were found 'quietly•••.living. In Madrid,' 
and.were taken'-back to Paris where 
they have beenjtried for conspiracy. 
The late Prime.Minister M. Waldeck- 
Ronsseau was- Involved In the matter. 
Many prominent persons are also in- 


handed to the Advertiser for publlca- 
tjon. it Is evident that the beneficent 
Institution named Is expanding in use- 
futoew as it grows older.
